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SADC-EU Conference on Drug Trafficking Opens

Drug lords and organised crime could become power- 
ful enough to influence southern African governments, 
Justice Minister Dullah Omar said in Mmabatho, North- 
west on Monday [30 October]. 


He was delivering the keynote address at the opening 
ceremony of the joint Southern African Development 
Community [SADC] and European Union conterence 
On illicit cross border drug trafficking. In South Africa 
alone, more than 278 syndicates were known to have 
been operating in 1994. The South African police 
estimated that about 155 international drug syndicates 
were operating in the country, he said. 


The scale of the problem had led to the police Narcotics 
Division establishing 12 special units in April this year 
to deal with cross border drug trafficking. The drug 
business in Africa alone was worth more than R1.4 
billion [rands], excluding the profits of international 
syndicates which had been laundered through local 
banks, Omar said. "In our region where we have young 
‘up-and-coming’ democracies after years of struggle, 
we are now directly faced with the reality that drug 
lords and organised crime can become so powerful and 
effective that they have the capacity to influence some 
governments as well. 


"With their sophisticated schemes they are setting up 
big businesses, they are set to get appointed to high- 
profile positions and they have the proceeds of their 
deeds to finance almosi any project they want to." Omar 
Stressed he was not pointing fingers at any country, but 
was speaking of the problems and dangers “facing all 
of us”. 
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Organised crime chief of the national Crime Investiga- 
tion Service, Maj-Gen C J Venter, said drug trafficking 
was believed to generate an annual income of R1,800 
billion a year worldwide, of which R900 billion might 
be a net profit. South Africa was increasingly becoming 
an attractive manufacturing alternative, transit route and 
market for drug traffickers because of its relatively good 
infrastructure and affluence, inadequate border control, 
lack of proper control of illegal immigrants and insut- 
ficient awareness of the dangers of drug abuse. 


South Africa, with Nigeria, Kenya, Tanzinia, Angola 
and Namibia had been identified by the United Nations’ 
International Narcotics Control Board as the main 
targets of drug traffickers in Africa. Of the known 
drug syndicates operating in and from South Africa, 76 
Operated internationally and 38 in Africa, he said. 


In 1993 police confiscated and destroyed illicit drugs 
valued at R1,000 million, a year later drugs worth 
R7,500 million were destroyed. Considering that the 
monetary value and quantity of drugs confiscated or 
destroyed comprised about 10 to 15 percent of the 
estimated trade value, "the monetary value of this trade 
exceeded the allocated budget of the Police Services for 
the 1995/96 financial year more than eight-fold", Venter 
said. 


SADC Executive Secretary Dr Kaire Mbuende told a 
press briefing the four-day conference was aimed at 
agreeing upon recommendations and guidelines for a 
draft SADC protocol and institutional framework to 
reduce drug supply and demand in the SADC region. 
The conference would also examine the international 
dimension and the role SADC members could play in 
global drug trafficking and take measures to collectively 
combat drug trafficking in the region.

Paper Reports Government, IMF Meeting 
Postponed

ing scheduled to take place in Paris next month between 
Kenya and representatives of the donor community has 
been put off. The delay has been attributed to a stale- 
mate between the government and International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) over the negotiation of a new $200 
million (about 11 billion shillings) facility. 


The crucial meeting, at which donors pledge programme 
and project aid, was likely to be held late December or 
early next year, according to the current issue of the 
[Kenyan weekly] ECONOMIC REVIEW. 


Donor representatives, according to the report, see a re- 
mote possibility of fitting the meeting within December 
and it is, therefore, expected to take place in January 
1996. 


This would imply that much of the $800 million pledged 
during last year’s consultative meeting, but [which] 
remains frozen pending positive changes in the political 
environment, may not be available until next year. 


Some $187 million has been committed for the rehabil- 
itation of roads and interventions in semi-arid areas. 


Many donors are said to be of the opinion that if the 
IMF and the government do not agree, it would not be 
of any use to hold the consultative meeting. 


The World Bank chief of mission Mr. Stephen O’Brien, 
referred the NATION to the local IMF office. However, 
the resident representative, Mr. Walter Mahler, was said 
to be attending a meeting at the Treasury. 


Mr. O’Brien said the World Bank would not withhold 
project aid to Kenya because the government had started 
addressing issues of concern to the bank. "We are going 
ahead with our project lending to Kenya," he said. 


Negotiations for a three-year enhanced structural ad- 
justment facility (ESAF) was suspended in September 
over financial scandals but may resume in November af- 
ter the expected IMF board meeting on Kenya, sources 
said. But the resumption, the sources said, may depend 
on how satisfied the IMF vill be with the actions taken 
on issues related to the Goldenberg scam. 


IMF's assistant director for the African Department, Mr. 
Hiroyuki Hino, recently said negotiations for the three- 
year ESAF could not be concluded until the Goldenberg 
issue was dealt with satisfactorily. 
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Meanwhile, Sweden yesterday reaffirmed its commit- 
ment to continue its development cooperation with 
Kenya, but added that future assistance would depend 
on good governance, adherence to the rule of law and 
respect for human rights. 


A statement from the Swedish Embassy in Nairobi said: 
"As is well known to the Kenyan authorities and as has 
been publicly stated on several occasions, a number of 
issues with regard to the political situation in Kenya, 
including developments in the human rights field, are 
presently of great concern to the Swedish Government." 


The sta.ement added that it was the Swedish Govern- 
ment’s wish to continue the dialogue with the Kenyan 
Government, as exemplified by the recent visit to Kenya 
by Mr. Mats Karlson, undersecretary of state for inter- 
national development cooperation. 


The embassy issued the statement in response to an ar- 
ticle titled: "Rights record worries Sweden" which ap- 
peared in NATION on Tuesday last week [24 Octot or].

Apart from KwaZulu/Natal 
and the Cape metropole area, there are only a few small 
areas with relatively low population concentrations 
where elections will not be held today. A number 
of areas have already reported problems ahead of the 
elections. 


Today has been declared a public holiday in all nine 
provinces with the exception of KwaZulu/Natal. This is 
to enable voters to take part in the elections which end a! 
10 o’clock tonight [2000 GMT]. Voters in metropolitan 
areas will be given three ballot papers — one for 
ward candidates, another for parties in the substructure 
council, and a third for parties in the metropolitan 
council. 


The Bloeinafontein Supreme Court has declared the 
nomination of 19 of the 20 candidates of the Makweng 
Civic Association invalid, and they have been banned 
from taking part in the local election in Kroonstad today. 
The court has found that there were irregularities with 
regard to nomination forms. The court order followed 
an urgent application by the ANC which argued that 
the candidates had registered for the elections under 
the banner of the ANC although the party had not 
nominated them as candidates. 


In Phuthadityhaba officials worked through the night tu 
make changes to faulty ballot papers. This follows the 
omission of the ANC’s emblem from the ballot paper 
for Ward Five, a move some say might have been 
deliberate. 


In the Northern Province, the local elections for the 
greater Louis Trichardt Transitional Council have been 
postponed indefiniiely after a Supreme Court order find- 
ing that the proclamation determining the current num- 
ber of seats was invalid. The council’s legal representa- 
tive had submitted an application to the court to correct 
the balance between statutory and nonstatutory mem- 
bers. A political agreement negotiated two years ago 
requires that the numbers of ward seats in councils be 
divided equally between predominantly white areas and 
predominantly black areas. 


Meanwhile, voter problems are expected in the rural 
areas of Herschel and Mount Fletcher as no communi- 
cation systems are in place at polling stations of these 
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areas. Eastern Cape elections manager Keith Wightress 
says last-minute attempts last night to get some commu- 
nication system in place failed, but he added deputy pre- 
siding officers would rotate between the affected polling 
Stations to rectify any problems that might arise. 


Referring to the discovery of about 20,000 undistributed 
ID documents at the Home Affairs offices in Umtata 
yesterday, Mr. Wightress said about 18,000 people 
registered on the voters’ roll would most likely not 
be permitted to vote. No one without an ID document, 
including the old homeland identity documents, would 
be permitted to vote. 


Meanwhile, the returning officer for the Wild Coast 
Joint Management Board, Mr. (Goodman Sogcakwika) 
expects large numbers of people without proper doc- 
umentation to be turned away at polling stations. At 
the same time he confirmed that many rural polling sta- 
tions will be opened late this morning. He said problems 
were being experienced with the delivery and securing 
of what he called sensitive voting material yesterday. 


In Port Elizabeth, a strong wind hasn‘t deterred voters 
from turning out for the polls. 


[Begin correspondent Mark Carrol recording] The 
strong gust may just be a pleasant reminder that the 
winds of change are finally blowing through Port Eliz- 
abeth. At Ward 12, which sees only the ANC and the 
NP [National Party] fighting out for Govan Mbeki and 
Mission Vale, many voters have lined the wind-swept 
Streets since five o'clock this morning [0300 GMT] to 
cast their votes. In contrast, the northern area, certain 
parts of which are notorious for gang violence, the 
mood was quite this morning [as heard]. Defense Force

In Mpumalanga, the police had to intervene near the 
Machadodorp voting station. Election officials say the 
police were called after a group allegedly tried to 
intimidate a busload of voters into casting their ballots 
for the ANC. 


Our Pietersburg wews staff reports that some polling 
stations in Northern Province are without water and that 
problems are expected later in the day. At Bakenberg 
there's only one polling station serving four areas, and 
voters have to walk up to 15 kilometers to draw their 
crosses. Most of the polling stations in the province 
opened on time this morning, and already hundreds of 
people have voted. 


In the Western Cape people, turned out in large numbers 
to cast their ballots, but a power failure along the west 
coast left voters making their crosses in the dark. The 
power failure was blamed on heavy thunderstorms and 
spectacular lightning in the area last night.

Molefe’s departure was delayed by a large media pres- 
ence clamouring for his views on the local polls and 
his opponent, former Bophuthatswana President Lu- 
cas Mangope. Mangope’s United Christian Democratic 
Party is expected to make some inroads into the ANC’s 
majority in the province.

Security forces 
reported only one arrest for intimidation in Mothibistad, 
which is the subject of a border dispute between North- 
west and Northern Cape. Threats of a taxi blockade by 
disgruntled Northwest taxi operators did not materialise. 
Although a fair number of unregistered voters had at- 
tempted to vote throughout the province, they had been 
turned away without incident, Ntoane said.

Elections that did not go ahead due to unavailability of 
polling material or other problems would be declared 
null and void and a by-election held. 


Task Group Co-ordinator Vic Milne said people unable 
to vote because of long queues, could be crainmed into 
the perimeter of voting stations at the 10pm cut-off time 
and be allowed to vote. Election rules state only those 
people within the perimeter of the polling stations are 
allowed to vote after 10pm. 


Problems experienced at the polls included stations 
opening late, unregistered voters attempting to Cast 
ballots and people arriving without identity documents. 


Voting in Gauteng was running smoothly in the after- 
noon after early logistical problems delayed the opening 
of several polling stations. Long queues were experi- 
enced in predominantly black areas. 


Police reinforcements had to be deployed in At- 
teridgeville near Pretoria after unregistered voters 
threatened to cause problems at the Gazankulu polling 
Station. 


In nearby Soshanguve shots were fired at a residence, 
but no-one was injured. Voters whose names did not 
appear on the roll tried to stop voting in the township's 
Ward 16, and at Block L the polling station had to be 
closed ‘ter fights broke out. 


In Sow: ‘ar Johannesburg delays were widespread 
with soim (olls opening two hours late because of 
missing presiding officers, party agents and generators. 
Again, the most common glitch was the absence of 
voters’ names on rolls. 


At Jabulani in Soweto 12 polling stations were closed 
on Wednesday afternoon after it was discovered the 
Inkatha Freedom Party's emblem was missing from 
ballot papers, officials and police said. 


Polling station officials at Suthokga hostel in Tembisa 
on the East Rand spent most of the day registering voters 
for future elections after problems were experienced 
with information on the voters’ roll. 


Eastern Vaal Metropole returning officer Piet van 
Rooyen said polling stations would battle to process all 
the area’s voters before closing time [words indistinct] 
were going through the polls at a rate of only 40 per 
hour. 


Problems were largely confined to black townships, 
with the elections running smoothly in Vereeniging and 
Meyerton. 
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Meanwhile, the pace of voting in Mpumalanga picked 
up substantially by midday. Long queues were reported 
at rural and urban voting Stations, but voting was slow 
in some area’ due to illiteracy and incorrect IDs being 
presented. 


Police had to intervene in a row near the Machadodorp 
voting station just after 7am after a group allegedly tried 
to intimidate a busload of voters into voting for the 
African National Congress. 


Voting in Northwest picked up from midday and 
Officials said all flashpoints identified in the province 
appeared to be calm. They said no incidents of violence 
or intimidation had been reported and attributed this to 
a strong security force presence. 


The only hitch in the province appeared to be when an 
unsealed ballot box was discovered at one Winterveld 
polling station. Attemp:s were made to seal the box with 
the approval of all political parties. 


In the Eastern Cape voting proceeded smoothly despite 
early morning problems. ANC members at Komga 
boycotted the poll in protest against the government's 
refusal to postpone elections in the town. Meanwhile, a 
boycott call by the Congress of Traditional Leaders of 
South Africa failed in Eastern Pondoland. 


No incidents of violence were reported in the Western 
Cape as voting proceeded in varying degrees of inten- 
Sity. 


Northern Province voters ran into their share of snags, 
but generally polling was brisk in most centres. 


In the Northern Cape voting ran smoothly except for 
registration problems in the Kimberley area, which 
prevented many people from voting. 


Free State voters faced relatively few problems despite 
rumours that the polling station at Moakeng had closed 
after stone throwing incidents. This was denied by 
police. About 2,000 miners from Welkom turned up at 
the wrong poll and were transported to other stations. 


President Nelson Mandela caused a stir with an unex- 
pected visit to Houghton, Johannesburg and also made 
a last-minute bid to win coloured votes for his party 
during a stopover in Eersterus, Pretoria. Policemen end 
security aides struggled to keep enthusiastic people from 
getting too close. 


Deputy President and National Party leader F W de 
Klerk made a whirlwind stop in Kimberley. He voted 
in Pretoria, where he resides, and in Hermanus in the 
Western Cape, where he owns property. 


Although no elections were held in KwaZulu/Natal, 
the province also featured in the news. The ANC, 
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South African Communist Party and Congress of South 
African Trade Unions demanded central government 
intervene in the province to ensure elections were held 
as soon as possible. 


The alliance blamed the ruling Inkatha Freedom Party 
for the delay in elections and said it did not believe 
elections would proceed as planned on March 27 next 
year.

Sixty-eight percent of respondents said they trusted 
Mandela, 16% trusted NP [National Party] leader and 
Deputy President FW de Klerk, 7% trusted Buthelezi 
and 15% trusted Winnie Mandela. 


Winnie Mandela’s electorate profile was quite similar 
tc that of De Klerk’s. 


The least irusted were DP [Democratic Party] leader 
Tony Leon with 3% (although 56% of respondents did 
not know him), PAC [Pan-Africanist Congress} leader 
Clarence Makwetu with 5% and FF [Freedom Front] 
leader General Constand Viljoen with 4%. 


Sixty-six percent of whites respect Mandela as opposed 
to 33% of blacks who respect De Klerk.

Mandela Said Secking Showdown With Far Right

of former defeiice minister General Magnus Malan 
indicates that the government is adopting a tougher 
attitude to continuing hit squad activities, especially in 
KwaZulu/Natal. 


Coming hard on the heels of the rejection last Thursday 
by President Nelson Mandela of Freedom Front [FF] 
leader General Constand Viljoen’s attempts to secure 
amnesty for last year’s rightwing pre-election bombers, 
it can only mean the chickens are coming home to roost 
for the far right. 


The right wing is livid over the rejection and it is 
threatening to unleash violence until the Government 
extends the amnesty date to May 10 1994. 


This would cover many African National Congress, 
Azanian People’s Orgam sation and Inkatha Freedom 
Party [IFP] members. But the FF, as well as the NP 
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(National Party], want ultra-rightwingers, who went on 
a bombing blitz before the elections last year, to be 
covered too. 


This would help their stature in the Afrikaner commu- 
nity, as they would be seen to have fought for these men. 
Mandela declined, explaining that the deadline had al- 
ready been extended from 1991. 


And as violence continues to ravage many Communities 
in KwaZulu/Natal, to extend the deadline further could 
send a sigt.al to those involved that they could continue 
and hope to have the deadline extended later to cover 
the period in which they were active. 


It seems Viljoen knew about the imminent arrests of 
Malan and 11 other senior SA [South Africa] Defence 
Force members when he aked for the extension of 
amnesty last week. 


Malan’s house of cards is said to have started tumbling 
when IFP assistant general secretary Mr MZ Khumalo 
was arrested and fingered Colonel Louis Botha, who in 
turn fingered Malan. 


General Tienie Groenewald is said to have been linked 
to IFP operations in the early 1990s. Reliable sources 
Said it is possible Groenewald — and therefore Viljoen 
— knew what was coming as soon as Khumalo was 
arrested, hence Viljoen’s call on Thursday. 


Observers attach a lot of significance to the fact that the 
move against Malan came a few days after the arrest 
of a number of ANC and IFP members for hit squad 
activities. It was important, the sources said, to show 
that it was not just the IFP but the NP as well that was 
involved in the attacks. Viljoen has since said he was 
encouraged by the fact that the door to amnesty has 
not been completely shut by Mandela. But he expressed 
disappointment that he did not get his way. He also said 
the Afrikaner could no longer hope for reconciliation 
under the circumstances. 


The Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging [Afrikaner Resis- 
tance Movement], which is the standard-bearer of the 
armed ultra-right, has threatened violence, saying it can- 
not guarantee that its members will remain nonviolent. 


This raises the question of the ability of the far right to 
launch large-scale attacks and plunge the country into 
chaos. It is known that the right wing had, and may still 
have, large-scale sympathy in the top echelons of the 
army and the police. 


Government sources have indicated that these elements 
had plans in place before last year’s elections to launch 
countrywide attacks. These were only thwarted by the 
intervention of Mandela and Viljoen. When Mandela 
dangled the carrot of a possible volkstaat [Afrikaner 
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Homeland] this was grasped by the far right at the 
prodding of Viljoen and his conimittee of generals. 


Intelligence sources have told Sowetan that these plans 
were shelved but not withdrawn. They said the far right 
has continued to train and arm its members in small 
cells in various parts of the country. These cells are 
under the command of former special forces personnel, 
and are ready to move at a moment’s notice. 


These groups operate through covert front organisations. 
Judging from this, it seems the threat from the far right 
could pose a problem for the Government. Mandela, 
however, has said he will not allow the threats to 
intimidate him into giving into the amnesty demand. 


On Sunday Deputy President and NP leader FW de 
Klerk expressed shock at the arrests and said he had 
confidence in the integrity of all those involved. 


Could the latest developments threaten the Government 
of National Unity? Observers say this is unlikely as De 
Klerk will have to argue publicly that the due process 
of justice, based on a thorough investigation by an 
impartial task force, should be suspended because these 
were his political allies. 


Could it be that Mandela feels he now has sufficient 
control and support of the army and police and is daring 
the far right to a fight? A close Government source said 
on Sunday: "The President can only hope that the men 
in uniform want to support a clean break with a horrid 
past. 


"And that if Malan is proved to have been involved 
in a specific murder, they would not want to interfere 
and rise up against the Government. The investigation 
involves a specific incident and is linked to an attack on 
a Civilian house." 


Responding to claims that these incidents could be 
left to the Truth Commission, the source said: "The 
Commission is supposed to establish the truth which 
would then lead to a trial. If the truth is already 
established and known, why wait?" 


But Viljoen feels the arrests are linked to the elections, 
and says they constitute a crisis. Safety and Security 
Minister Mr Sydney Mufamadi denies this. 


Is the country about to be plunged into a crisis or 
is Mandela sufficiently confident that he is adequately 
equipped to take on the far right in a psychological — 
possibly even a military — duel? We will have to wait 
and see. 
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Mandela Refuses To Intervene in Generals’ Case

The statement from De Klerk’s office also referred 
to Truth Commission candidate Dr Alex Boraine’s 
comment that the commission would have the power to 
grant or withhold amnesty, or it could decide that court 
cases had to be completed before considering amnesty. 
"This may create an incorrect impression concerning the 
powers and role of the commission,” the statement from 
De Klerk’s office said. "The Constitution clearly states:

In a statement from Cape Town, National Party [NP] 
spokesman Danie du Plessis denied allegations that De 
Klerk and the NP were trying to frustrate the legal 
process by arguing that Malan and the military officers 
had the same rights to amnesty as members of the ANC.

Last year the South African Police Service seized and 
destroyed illicit drugs worth R7.5-billion [rands] — 
between 10 and 15% of the estimated value of the drug 
trade in this country. 


South African Narcotics Bureau intelligence reveals a 
sharp rise in the smuggling of cocaine into west and 
southern Africa via Lagos and Cape Town. 


Using Brazil as a platform, there has been significant 
cocaine trafficking into Nigeria with subsequent re- 
export to Europe. South Africa is being served through 
Argentina and Chile, and cocaine seizures in South 
Africa in 1993 were second only to seizures in Nigeria 
on the African continent. 


Venter said the recent discovery of a "crack" cocaine 
factory in the kitchen of a Johannesburg house was of 
particular concern. "South Africa could face gang wars 
similar to that of America, should crack abuse reach the 
same dimensions as Mandrax abuse," he warned. 


Mandrax abuse in South Africa continues to pose major 
problems for the law enforcement agencies, and there 
is evidence that the illicit manufacturing of the drug 
is shifting from its traditional base in India to southern 
Africa. Most of the mandrax destined for South Africa is 
smuggled by air and sea freight to Kenya, Mozambique, 
Tanzania, Zimbabwe and Zambia. It is then transported 
by road through Angola, Botswana and Namibia. 


Vehicles stolen in South Africa are increasingly being 
bartered for mandrax in Lesotho, Tanzania, Zimbabawe 
and Zambia. Mandrax is also being smuggled from India 
to South Africa. 


The threat of a heroin explosion in South Africa has 
been heightened by the fact that cocaine druglords 
in Colombia and other ¢ )ca-producing countries are 
known to be focusing their attention on the heroin trade, 
said Venter. "The implication for South Africa is that 
established cocaine routes can now he used by heroin 
syndicates," he said. 


Heroin from the so-called "Golden Triangle" (Myan- 
mar, Laos and Thailand) and the "Golden Crescent’ 
(Afghanistan, Pakistan and Iran) is routed to South 
Africa through Malaysia, Singapore, the Philippines, In- 
donesia, India and Dubai. A significant quantity of the 
drug passes through Singapore’s container port. 


Nearly 83,00Oha of land in South Africa is being 
cultivated for dagga, recent aerial surveys by Sanab 
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{South African Narcotics Bureau] and the South African 
Air Force have revealed, of which some 81,000ha alone 
are located in the former Transkei homeland. Last year, 
South Africa overtook both Morocco and Mexico as the 
world’s biggest dagga manufacturer. The dagga industry 
in the republic and the neighbouring states of Lesotho, 
Botswana and Swaziland is worth about R54-billion 
collectively a year, said Venter. 


About R80-million is spent annually on treating South 
African drug users, although the full social and eco- 
nomic costs have yet to be quantified. 


Venter said the delay on South Africa’s signing of the 
1988 United Nations Convention on Narcotic Drugs and 
Psychotropic Substances, was severely hampering the 
country’s ability to combat drug abuse and trafficking. 


Naidoo Says Hundreds of Jobs Created by RDP

Ad- 
dressing members of the Enterprise Investment Forum 
last Thursday, Naidoo said there was a misconception in 
the country that the Government was failing to deliver. 


For most of his presentation Naidoo dwelt on how the 
Government — through the RDP — was delivering 
in the once violence-racked townships of Katlehong, 
Thokoza and Vosloorus. 


He blamed "lazy journalism" for the Government's poor 
image regarding the RDP. 


"The RDP has begun making a change in the lives of 
millions of people out there and those who want to see 
the projects must go and see for themselves," he said. 


In Kathorus the Government was building 80 houses a 
day with plans to increase the number to 150 houses 
everyday. 


He said the R3 billion [rands] programme in the area 
was aimed at transforming the entire society, not only by 
rebuilding the area, but by reducing crime and bringing 
stability. 


Thousands of street lights have been fixed and damaged 
houses were being rebuilt, says Naidoo. Mobile police 
stations have been put in place in the area as a result 
of the RDP, a factor which has already contributed to a 
reduction in crime. 
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"Today you can drive on Khumalo Street without fear of 
being shot at," he said. He related a story about one of 


the hostels, an Inkatha Freedom Party domain, where 
the residents were so pleased with the difference the 
RDP has made in their lives that they even proposed to 
Slaughter a cow for him. "I was even given a chance to 
address the residents there. Now, that is a miracle, but 
a story like that never makes headlines in newspapers,” 
he said. 


He also cited the water projects that have been imple- 
mented in places like Moretele in the Northwest and 
various parts of the Northern Province. "These projects 
are bringing water to more than three million people in 
the past those people have never had water at all," he 
said, 


Half a million homes have already been electrified, says 
Naidoo, adding that although that was still a drop in the 
ocean when considering that the backlog was about 15 
million houses, at least the Government was beginning 
to deliver. 


On the feeding scheme Naidoo said although there 
were problems, the Government was feeding about five 
million school children countrywide. 


He emphasised that even the problems that were re- 
ported in the media were picked up by the Government, 
"not same clever journalist”. 


In all the RDP projects, Naidoo said, local communities 
were involved, not only at the consultation level, but 
through a system where they took part in implementing 
the projects themselves. 


"So, if we built a clinic which under normal circum- 
stances would take about six months, it takes longer 
because some of the time is spent training people in 
those communities to build the clinic themselves,” he 
said. 


He also added that the Government was in the process 
of solving the publicity problem for RDP projects. 


Naidoo concluded by sounding a warning to those who 
were trying to put pressure on him. "I have survived a 
lot of pressure during my days as a trade unionist and | 
am not going to give in to political pressure,” he says.

People argue that for more than a century, since dia- 
monds were found in Kimberley, the wealth generated 
by the precious stones excavated in their province has 
never been ploughed back to advance the people who 
mined them. Dipico understands the reasons behind the 
deeply telt sentiments of his electorate. 


His province is the biggest and occupies more than 30% 
of the country’s land. It is also the most sparsely popu- 
lated, and this presents unique difficulties in delivering 
basic infrastructure to all its inhabitants. Efficient Dipico 
commends the electorate for "the patience and forbear- 
ance’ it displayed when he was striving to set up the 
provincial government from scratch. 


Members of the provincial legislature started out using 
hired chairs and tables. 


Since his province did not exist before April 27, it 
theretore did not inherit any glorious buildings, vehicles 
and infrastructure like other provinces which could 
choose between more than one administration building, 
private jets and the expensive luxury vehicles of former 
self-governing or so-called independent states. 


However, his government was recently found to be the 
most efficient and well-managed by the University of 
Stellenbosch in its research into the performances of the 
nine provincial legislatures and their administrations. 


Local Government, Housing and Land Reform MEC 
[member of the Executive Council] Pakes Dikgetsi 
says Dipico promised his electorate a "lean and mean 
administration” and they seem to have got more than 
they bargained for. 


In his speech during the opening of the provincial legis- 
lature last year, Dipico admitted that the biggest adver- 
sity facing his government was the lack of development 
of the small and relatively poor population, which re- 
sulted in a very low tax base. 


Challenges which face the premier include, among other 
things, the decrease in the number of various agricultural 
activities brought about by the near-drought conditions, 
and the output and employment problems in the mining 
sector. 


Having managed to install a cooperative government 
of provincial unity, and having won the backing and 
confidence of the electorate in general, Dipico has set 
himself various goals. 


One of these is fighting for a stake in the tourism 
industry for his province, where some of the best 
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wines are brewed along the Orange River and world- 
renowned landscapes are found. This is the province 
where extremes of weather abound, with two of the 
coldest areas in the country found at Calvinia and 
Sutherland, and two of the hottest at Upington and 
Hotazel. People have developed a strong patriotic bond 
with their province, irrespective of who rules it in the 
future. They simply want to see it as prosperous and 
rising above its economic hardship, social and cultural 
differences. 


Kimberley resident Bill Serfontein believes in the pre- 
mier’s ability to improve things but doubts whether 
Dipico has a team in the legislature with the economic 
skill to tackle the province’s economic challenges, and 
to make the Northern Cape attractive to internal and 
foreign business investors. 


But Dikgetsi thinks that since the area has been divided 
into six major districts, tomorrow’s local government 
election will see it transformed into a province for all its 
1.5-million inhabitants through its 62 transitional local 
government structures. 


He would like the province to prioritise youth devel- 
opment programmes because “these elections have ne- 
glected the youth electorate and have concentrated on 
issues affecting adult voters like housing, delivery of 
services, jobs and crime”. 


Dikgetsi believes the province will soon be a destination 
for newly arriving firms, which will find a socially sta- 
ble, labour-friendly and politically-mature environment 
to satisfy their needs and to develop the province itself.

The meeting discussed national 
reconciliation and peace in general, because these are 
issues that concern South Africa. The South African 
Government is very interested in peace, because it 
affects the whole region. So, the meeting had nothing 
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to do with the alleged coup. As we see it, the rumors

Rupansana said if the rumors could be substantiated, 
the government would have presented the culprits in 
public; otherwise, the country would be in the hands of 
putschists. He added that Renamo will never resort to 
violence now that democracy has been won.

The government reacted with surprise to the unofficial 
document. In an interview with BBC correspondent Car- 
los Alberto Araujo this afternoon, Territorial Adminis- 
tration Minister Alfredo Gamito began by justifying the 
need to wait until 1996 to hold local elections in some 
areas.

He said that during the struggle to free South Africa, 
the CIO had provided both armed wings of the ANC

He was the first of five 
people arrested in connection with an alleged conspiracy 
to blow up Mugabe. Sithole, the leader of the ZANU 
[Zimbabwe African National Union] (Ndonga) Party, 
which is supported by the minority Shangaan people of 
south-eastern Zimbabwe, is currently out on bail and is 
due to face charges of leading the aborted attempt. 


Namakonya admitted to possession of a claymore land- 
mine, an AK47 assault rifle and ammunition, which he 
said he had smuggled to Harare in the back of Sithole’s 
pick-up truck and buried under a heap of potatoes and 
avocado pears. He said he had been tasked by Sithole to 
collect the weapons from the south-eastern border area 
of Chipinge. He also said he had been sent by his boss 
to undergo military training in a Renamo [Mozambique 
National Resistance} base inside Mozambique. Previous 
hearings have been told that a little-known group of mil- 
itants called Chimwenje [Little Light], and described as 
the military wing of ZANU (Ndonga), were trained at 
the base, not far from the Zimbabwe border, to prepare 
to overthrow Mugabe's government. 


Security experts say that evidence in the trial suggests 
that as an alleged assassin, Namakonya was an amateur 
with little idea of explosives, and that the alleged plot 
would have had almost no chance of success against 
Mugabe's massive security apparatus. Namakonya told 
the court last week how he and another co-conspirator 
had gone driving round the countryside in search of 
fuses to detonate the landmines, and how he ran away 
after lighting the fuse to a landmine detonated in a field 
outside Harare as a test. The ammunitica he was found 
with was described as being ‘of varying calibres’. 
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Magistrate Cutler said Namakona was to face further 
charges later. Prosecutor Abel Gutora told reporters 
after the hearing that Namakonya had not asked for 
legal representation. Namakonya asked to be deported 
back to Malawi, "my home country”. Cutler told hisz 
deportation was possible, but that his sentence would 
have to be reviewed by the Supreme Court first.

Politicians, Rights Group on Ethnic Violence

various political party leaders and the Ivorian Human 
Rights League on the exodus of Baoules from their 
farming villages within the Gagnoa commune. On 
page 3, the paper reports that Bamba Morifere, the 
Party for Progress and Socialism leader, blames the 
incident, which he describes as "serious", on the nature 
of the electoral code. While condemning the political 
manipulation of the incident, he calls on the people’s 
representatives in the region to broker peace and warns 
the government against sending troops to the area “to 
commit genocide, as that would only aggravate the 
Situation.” He calls on President Bedie, however, to 
react in his capacity as custodian of national unity. He 
refers to "reports of veritable ethnic cleansing within the 
Armed Forces" and predicts that such exercises, if not 
checked, may lead to a Liberia-style civil war. 


Commenting on the same issue, Djeny Kobina of the 
Rally of Republicans says the situation is "disturbing." 
He says he and other Republican Front leaders, notably 
the Ivorian Popular Front’s Mr. Gbagbo, are ready 
and willing to help broker peace in the region, adding 
“contrary to what people believe, we are not there to 
aggravate the situation, rather we are trying to calm the 
Situation so that peace and harmony is restored." 


The paper carries on page 4 the comments of Mrs. 
Angele Gnonsoa of the Ivorian Workers Party. She 
"regrets" such an unfortunate situation blaming it on 
those parties that called for an all-out boycott. She 
proposes a commission of inquiry to find out the "real 
motivations” of those behind such an incident, because, 
according to her, “it is not only Baoules who are 
targeted, but also Betes who are supporters of the 
Democratic Party of Cote d’Ivoire." For his part, the 
Union of Social Democrats [USD]’s Zadi Zaourou, 
himself a Bete, considers the Bete-Baoule conflict in 
Gagnoa unfortunate, but says “this is not the time to 
judge, condemn, and throw stones." For him, what 
is necessary now is to stop the conflict, find out the 
real causes, and seek a lasting solution. He speaks of 
the various attempts to calm the situation and says 
"a meeting of cadres of the region such as Marcel 
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Zadi Kessy, Charles Donwahi, speaker of the National 
Assembly, is scheduled to take place on 1 November 
at Grand Zatry which | will attend." He says USD's 
concern is how to stop the conflict, thus preventing it 
from spreading. 


Also commenting on the ethnic conflict, the deputy 
leader of the Ivorian League for Human Rights deplores 
the “human rights violations" occasioned by the conflict. 
He says the dispute “undermines the right to life, phys- 
ical integrity, and personal safety." The league strongly 
condemns the "barbaric, unacceptable, inconceivable, 
and indescribable acts perpetrated.” It makes an urgent 
appeal to the parties for calm and urges the people to 
"live peacefully together as brothers.” It calls on the 
government to take the necessary measures to find out 
those responsible and make them face the full rigors of 
the law. It implores the people to “eschew vengeance” 
and have faith in their country’s justice system. Finally, 
"it urges the government to resume dialogue with the 
Opposition so that together they may, with one accord, 
take the necessary measures to ensure the holding of 
elections that will be acceptable to all.”

Jammeh Warns Opponents Against Democracy

If we in the AFPRC don’t want to hold elections in the 
next 1,000 years, then there will be no elections. We 
will make sure that those who want election go six feet 
deep, and there is nothing that anybody can do about it. 


Chairman Jammeh left no doubt as to his feelings 
about the press when he referred to those illegitimate 
sons, the enemies of African progress, who disguise 
themselves as journalists, freedom fighters, and human 
rights activists. Jammeh told the crowd: Get rid of them. 
Capt. Jammeh called on the crowd to send journalists 
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begging by refusing to buy their newspapers. Jammeh 
also accused the press of talking about human rights, an 
issue, he said, they simply didn’t understand. On that 
topic, Jammeh said that human rights were an illusion 
and a fallacy, which didn’t exist anywhere in the world. 


As Jammeh spoke to his supporters, many were heard to 
refer to him as the field marshal. Most journalists present 
were worried by his remarks. Capt. Jammeh added that 
those who want to use Western ideology to distract the 
AFPRC would face something worse than death.

This meeting between government delegates and the 
Armed Resistance Organization [ORA] is the first offi- 
cial contact between the two parties since 8 September.

{Lalude} You cannot wait until existing reserves are 
depleted before you look for new reserves, so you must 
continuously !ook for new ones. Furthermore, it takes 
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several years to bring new reserves into production. No 
company, even the very big ones, is large enough to 
take the entire risk on its own. Noone wants to put that 
much risk in his own basket so the traditional stand 
that is now taking place is for people to share risks by 
combining with other oil companies or other partners to 
share the financial as well as the geological risks. 


[Maduebuna] In terms of manpower need for the new 
technologies, Sneco says it is poised to sustain the 
necessary expertise required in deep water drilling, with 
its two-thirds management Nigerian staff, and one-third 
foreigners. Sneco Nigeria Limited was established as 
a production sharing company with NNPC [Nigerian 
National Petroleum Company], but its shares spread at 
the ratio of 55 percent owned by Shell, 20 percent by 
Esso, with Elf and Agip owning 12 and 1/2 percent

Nine Soldiers Killed in Rebel Clash 26 Oct
